Applicant hereby petitions for revival of this application pursuant to 37 CFR § 
1.137 (a) as an application unavoidably abandoned for failure to prosecute, due to an 
avoidable delay or in the alternative pursuant to 37 CFR § LI 37 (b) as an application 
unintentionally abandoned for failure to prosecute, due to unintentional delay. This 
petition is preceded by a proposed response to continue prosecution of the application, 
sent September 6, 2005 in accordances with 37 CFR § 1 .137 (a)(1) or 37 CFR § 1 .137 
(b)(1).
